O' well might 
one of these dying sailors exclaim, “1 looked on 
my right hand but refuge failed me; no inan’’ as 
to my eternal interests “ would know me,” “no 
man cared for my soul,” or, as the words read in 
the marginof our Bibles, “ No man sought alter 
my soul.” Yet, these men had fin ght our battles, 
defended our lives, liberties, and country, promoted 
our commerce, and borne our Bibles and Missiona- 
ries to the ends of the earth, We left with this 
full conviction, that as the Grampus Hospital-ship 
is now well filled at Deptford, a house should be 
taken by the Sailors’ Rest and Maritime Guardian 
Establishment, as a Sailors’ Infirmary and Con- 
valescent Ward, where many poor sailors with 
colds and slight aflections of the lungs, at this in- 
clement season, might be taken care of in cleanli- 
ness and comfort, and where medical gentlemen, 1 
am persuaded, would gladly visit them and give 
their advice gratis. Here, also, the convalescent 
aailor, (of whom vast numbers come to London 
from the Hospital-chip) might find a ter porary re- 
fuge until hecou'd getaship; and here, without 
any restriction or limitation, or without leaving it

FROM LONDON MAGAZINES FOR MARCH. 

Caleutta.—TVhe prospects of the Christian religion in 
the East Indies are assuming additional interest from, month 
to month. Rev. W. H. Pearce, in a letter to the Secreta- 
ry of the English Baptist Missionary Soviety, gives some 
very encouraging details. At Dinapore, the most distant 
of their stations from Calcutta, on the northwest, a very 
pleasing work of grace has been in progress fur some time. 
Three months previous to the date of the letter, sirteen 
persons had been Laptized, and seventeen more were then 
waiting; among the latter, 3 young people not over fourteen 
years of age. 


At Monghyr, five had been receitly baptized, and future 
Prospects encouraging. 

At Cutwa, after a long and distressing interval of ap- 
parently useless exertion, the missionary has had the pleas- 
ure of baptizing nine natives at once. 

At Bon Bazar, in Calcutta, several natives from distant 
villages had been baptized by Mr. Robinson, and several 
more with some Europeans and others are proposed. Four 
were added to the European church in Circular Road, in 
the month of July, and others stand propounded. Two are 
proposed for baptism, and two for restoration to the native 
church in Calcutta. At Bonstollah, a new station to the 
east of Calcutta, are strty inquirers. Three natives, who 
had previously renounced caste, were baptized and added to 
the church, in June, and in July six more followed their ex- 
ample. fons | are all enduring great persecution & oppression, 
with exemplary fortitude and cheerfulness.—** I never saw 
oor mission,” says Mr. P. ‘ more encouraging, as to actu- 
al success, nor more promising in its prospects of future 
usefulness.””
